2) ...in Exodus He is the passover lamb, in Leviticus he is the great High priest, in 
Numbers he is the smitten rock, in Deut. He is the prophet of God, in Joshua 
he is the captain of the Lord of Hosts, in Judges he is the great and final judge, 
in Ruth he is the kinsmen redeemer, in 1 & 2 Samuel He is the anointed one, in 
1&2 Kings he is King of Kings and Lord of Lords, in 1&2 Chronicles he is the 
glory of the Temple of God, In Ezra he is the teacher sent from God, in 
Nehemiah he is the re builder of broken lives, in Ester he is the protector of his 
people, In Job He is the only comforter in times of trouble, in the psalms He is 
the Good Shepherd, In Proverbs he is the wisdom of God, In Ecclesiastes He is 
the preacher of the kingdom of God, in Song of Solomon he is the Bridegroom 
coming for his bride, in Isaiah he is the mighty God, everlasting father, the 
prince of piece, In Jeremiah he is the the potter that shapes our lives of clay, in 
Lamentations he is the weeping prophet, in Ezekiel he is the wheel in the 
middle of the wheel, in Daniel he is the son of Man coming in the clouds, in 
Hosea he is the love of God for the backslider, in Joel he is the baptism of the 
H.S. In Amos he is the author of Judgment and mercy, in Obediah he is the God 
of vengeance, in Jonah, he is the salvation of the Lord, in Micah he is the 
intercessor, in Nahum he is our stronghold, in Habakkuk he is the desire of all 
nations, in Zephaniah he is the establisher of the kingdom of God upon the 
earth, in Zechariah he is the branch of Jehovah and in Malachi he is the Sun of 
righteousness rising with healing in his wings.

He is telling them that the salvation that 
they possess was what the greatest mean of their past strove for and earnsetly 
sought to learn about. Why would you ever go back?
